Window upgrade for hall 

THANKS to the generosity from supporters of The 
David Hall performing arts centre in South Petherton, the 
charity which owns and runs the hall has been able to re¬ 
glaze the windows in this Grade II listed building at a 
cost of £16,500. 

Eileen Ponder, who lived in the village for many years, 
left £10,000 in her will to The David Hall and an anony¬ 
mous donor gave £3,000 specifically for window repairs. 

Other donations were received from Brian and Denise 
Herrick (well-known for their Field of Dreams project) 
and South Petherton Parish Council. Further contribu¬ 
tions came from patrons of the hall’s popular monthly 
coffee mornings. The trust plans to commission a plaque 
for the hall which will be dedicated to Eileen Ponder for 
her generous legacy. 

Anne Shirley who has been involved in the Petherton 
Arts Trust (PAT) since its inception and is now chairman 
said: “The building was formerly a Congregational 
Church and the windows have been of concern to us for 
some years. The cost of replacing such huge amounts of 
glass was daunting and finding the right craftsmen was 
difficult, even when we had raised the money. 

“All the windows facing Roundwell Street have been 
re-glazed, double glazed and protected on the outside 
with special wire mesh. The large, five-panelled main 
window over the front entrance contained a number of 
broken coloured sections which now look beautiful again 
and this has been similarly protected. 

“We still have a number of smaller windows which will 
be repaired over time but thanks to all who helped with 
their generous donations, we have finally achieved our 
dream .r 

PAT is now planning to raise £3,500 for curtains which 
will need to be drawn across the windows for events such 
as the fortnightly Petherton Picture Show. 

The building was named in memory of Petherton 
teenager David Hall whose father Brian acquired it in 
1983. It became a performing arts centre later that decade 
when it was taken over by PAT. 

In 2009, PAT won a £50,000 grand from the Big Fottery 
Fund and was able to make major changes to the interior 
of the building including office accommodation on a new 
third level, the conversion of a cramped balcony into a 
comfortable space for creative and leisure events and 
meetings and a lift for the disabled and both new and 
modernised toilet facilities.

New research explains why 
cantering on a horse helps 
autistic children to talk 


A CLINICAL review commissioned by Spe¬ 
cial Horses for Special Children based at 
Scrapton farm near Chard, indicates that 
the rhythmic motion of a cantering horse 
can help promote speech in non- verbal 
autistic children. 

The results of the first biomechanical 
clinical review show the startling effects 
that horse riding can have on autistic chil¬ 
dren, particularly those that are non-ver¬ 
bal.These findings will give renewed hope 
to parents of children diagnosed with 
autism and communication impairment. 

The review proves that the rhythmic mo¬ 
tion produced by a horse in canter, actively 
relieves tension in the part of the brain 
that deals with speech and sight, unblock¬ 
ing crucial neural pathways and enabling 
a previously mute child to talk for the very 
first time. 

Written by Dr Fiona Dann MSc Chiro- 
pratic, BSc Hons, and validated by biome¬ 
chanics world authority Dr Jonathan 
Howat DC, DICS, FICS, FCC (cranio), FCC 
(paeds), FBCA, the review explains why the 
pioneering equine therapy being carried 
out by Lilias Ahmeira, an autism expert 
and the founder of the equine therapy 
centre Special Horses for Special Children, 
has been consistently successful. It conclu¬ 
sively explains why cantering can help 
classically non-communicative autistic 
and neurologically damaged children not 
only to acquire the power of speech, but 
also to retain and to continually improve 
their language skills. 

"Until now nobody has looked at how 
the biomechanical movement of a horse 
effects the brain of its rider," said Lilias Ah¬ 
meira. "Dr Dann's paper confirms the an¬ 
ecdotal evidence that when children 
experience the canter motion, it is the 
speech and language cortex in the brain 
that is being stimulated, which is why 
many non- verbal children often start 
speaking. The review indicates that the 
rocking motion produced in a child's 
pelvis and sacrum, when cantering on 
horseback, releases the tension in the 
brain's membranes, which in turn im¬ 
proves blood flow and function to the 
communication and sight areas of the 
brain." 

Lilias uses a technique known as double 
riding as part of her equine therapy with 
autistic children.This involves a highly ex¬ 
perienced adult rider carrying a child in 
front of them, on a specially trained horse, 
fitted with a specially designed saddle, en¬ 
abling the child to experience the mo¬ 
tions of a horse in relative safety, without 



themselves having to learn to ride. 

"It takes around three to four canter 
sessions in a single month to help con¬ 
nect and establish the neural pathways 
necessary for speech. The first visit is the 
toughest as it opens up channels that a 
child will have never been able to fully 
utilise before. The second, third and 
fourth visits, too, are crucial because they 
maintain and then establish the neural 
pathways of communication opened in 
the first session. If a speech habit is not 
formed immediately, then the child can 
regress - repetition at this stage is key to 
longer term progress," said Lilias. 

Examples of these changes have been 
documented in a number of autistic 
cases including six year old Kai Osborne, 
from Crewkerne in Somerset. His family 
have noticed distinct changes in Kai after 
every visit, such as a significant decrease 
in his obsession with his X-Box, fewer 
temper tantrums and generally being 
calmer and more social. Lilias said: "Par¬ 
ents typically notice an improvement in 
speech around 48 hours after a visit to 
Special Horses.The research bears out 
both my theories and practical experi¬ 
ence in working with autistic and neuro¬ 
logically damaged or emotionally 
unbalanced children. I didn't know why 
my treatment was working, all I knew 
was that my work was so consistently 
successful that there had to be a good 
medical explanation behind it." 

The charity Friends of Special Horses for 
Special Children was 
launched in June and 
fundraising to help fami¬ 
lies meet the cost of the 
unique work of Lilias and 
her volunteers has begun 
in earnest. The sessions 
which also involve sen¬ 
sory therapy, circus tricks 
and hand painting with 
horses, not only help the 
children with autistic, 
neurological and emo¬ 
tional disorders but their 
siblings and parents who 
are often under great 
deal of stress.

Wet summer creates problems for 
utility companies on farmland 


DUE to the extraordinarily 
wet summer, utility compa¬ 
nies taking access over farm¬ 
land have caused a lot of 
damage to crops and soils 
says Mark Neason of Stags 
Wellington office. "We have 
seen a tremendous increase 
in the number of enquiries 
from clients who have suf¬ 
fered damage"adds Caroline 
Snell of Stags Honiton office. 

"There is a statutory mecha¬ 
nism which allows utility 
companies to enter land for 
new works or maintenance 


and repairs, this includes 
compensation for any dam¬ 
age done during the works 
which cannot be rectified by 
the company"says Mark Nea¬ 
son. 

A typical scenario would in¬ 
volve a water company cross¬ 
ing a field of wheat in order 
to dig inspection holes relat¬ 
ing to a water mains rehabili¬ 
tation scheme. The works 
would involve tracking over 
the land, excavation of holes 
which would inevitably bring 
up stones and result in the 


mixing of topsoil and subsoil 
and ultimately loss of crop. 

In the worst cases sensitive 
and fragile soils can be dam¬ 
aged almost indefinitely. 

"The principle of compensa¬ 
tion is that the person af¬ 
fected should be put in the 
same position post works 
that they were in before" says 
Mark Neason. "Clearly, when 
crops have been damaged 
this is not physically possible, 
but any detrimental effects 
can be valued and the provi¬ 
sion of monetary compensa¬ 


tion can provide the neces¬ 
sary balance". 

Grazing situations are often 
overlooked but total loss of 
grass and subsequent re¬ 
duced growth due to com¬ 
paction and soil disturbance 
can be valued and will attract 
compensatory payments. 

Caroline Snell adds "Farmers 
often do not bother to claim 
their rightful compensation 
entitlement, probably be¬ 
cause they are not aware of 
the sums of money involved. 
Someone affected should 
carefully analyse the effect 
that any works may have on 
their land and be quite bull¬ 
ish about claiming a proper 
sum of money. Nobody is 
suggesting that intrusions 
onto land should be treated 
as some sort of golden op¬ 
portunity, however it is only 
fair that landowners and 
farmers are properly com¬ 
pensated when this hap¬ 
pens". 

In all cases agent's fees are 
covered as part of the claim 
therefore an affected person 
has nothing to lose by giving 
Stags a call.
